ORDINANCE. 

An ordinance regulating the dts|M><IUon of 
garbage and flithy aiffi dwaying malU-r of 
every kind, within tbe CItwof SUnfurd. The 
City Council of the City of Stanford do or 
dain as follows; 

1. It shall he unlawful for any person to 
throw uiK>n any street oralis; or other pub-

X. Any person who shall throw upon any 
street or alley or other public place, or scat- 
ter upon any premises owned or controlled 
by him. within the city, any garlatge or de- 
caying matter of any kind or who fall to 
put same In a box or barrel as provided 
bsrelD shall be fined not leas than one dol- 
lar aad aot more thau fiva dollars for each 
olfi-ase.
